SITUATION DECLARED HOPELESS TODAY 


Chicago, June 9—(By United Press)—Both the Republicans 


and the Progressives got the third day session of their respec- 
tive conventions under way before noon today. 
There was no 


appearance of harmony. Many reports were current to indicate 
that some agreement may have been reached by the conference 
committees but it was certain they were not agreed on Roosevelt. 
One rumor was that Hughes for president and Hiram Johnson 
for vice president with Roosevelt's endorsement would be jam- 
med through both conventions. This was belied by the attitude 
of the Progressive radicals. They were champing at the bit. 


Immediately after the call to order they began consideration of 


a platform without awaiting the conference report. 
"Nominate 


Iloowevclt as soon as we can," was the cry of some of them going 
to the convention. Others said the situation was hopeless and 
the best they could expect was a "dicker." 
Republicans expect- 


ed to begin balloting late this afternoon after nomination of 
many favorite sons.

Today,'how- 
ever, there were two persons in tho 
lobby, a colored woman and a boy. 
President Russell was in his private 
office to the right of the entrance, con- 
versing with a friends and Cashier 
Hile and Teller Hoover 
behind the 


grating. 


Downing crowded by the 
woman 


and tho boy, pushed open the door 
leading behind the counter, and lev- 
elled both revolvers at Hile, who was 
standing across the room in front of 
the vault. Not a word was uttered by 
the would-be 
hold-up 
man. 
Hile 


[turned toward him and demanded to 
! know what ho meant, moving toward 


I the robber. 
Downing made no effort 
| to firo at Hile, who grappled with him 
and attempted to wrest the revolvers 
from his grasp. Hoover joined in the 
| struggle, and siexed one (if Downing's 


I wrists, turning the point of the rcvot- 
| vcr upward. 
It was then that Dovvn- 


| ing cut loose at Hoover the ball strik- 
ing him at the corner of the mouth 
'and ripping open his cheek.

As soon as the shot was fired Down- 


ing broke from Hilo and Hoover and 
ran out of the building ami around the 


, corner. 
Guy Clark witnessed 
his 


flight from a store across tho street, 


i and immediately set out after Down- 
inn, commanding him to stop. 


Downing turned and menaced Clark 


with bis revolvers, whereupon Clark 
fired at him, and in the chase which 


I followed he emptied his gun at Down- 


ing. 
Downing directed his way to- 


jward the Pennsylvania station, where 
| ho ran full tilt into Deputy Sheriff 


j Chaplin, who was waiting for a train.

Chaplin took in the situation, 
and 


commanded Downing to halt. Inbtead 
of obeying Downing turned his gun on 
Chaplin.

going to let you have it." 


Hemmed in, Downing slowly low- 


ered his revolvers, and while Chaplin 
| covered him Clark took the weapons 
'away from him. He was then march- 
ed to the borough lockup, where a

! a white man.
